ed, the paper is placed around a re- 
voiving cylinder of the phkotolipto- 
phone, A ray of light following the 
printed sound waves reproduces the 
original sound, as the needle does that 
of a phonograph record. 

Since there is no friction o: a needle 
—only a ray of light flashed on the 
paper—the records last until they are 
torn. Reproduction of the record may 
be done cheaply and rapidly. The 
photoliptophone records would coat 
only a few cents. 

The inventor has dreams of future 
sound sections in newspapers. {n 
the sound sections speeches, adver 
tisements, music, bedtime stories, and 
other features might be given the 
public verbally. It would be possibld 
to catch speeches and other event 
just as newsreel cameras catch 
them, and newspaper reporting 
might thus enter a new stage. Novels, 
e:tire operas and other works might 
be published in sound.

Exhibits to be More Striking and Colorful — Great Show 
f Planned by Directors 


Thore will bo no decrease In entries, 
or attractiveness of Floral, Fruit and 
Vegetable displaya at Horticultural 
Hall, Exhibition Park, this year, Tho 
“National” Show forthcoming will bo 
as colorful and as educational in all 
departments as it has eyer been, No 
efforts have been spared by the com- 
mittee in charge to hold classifications 
comprehensively fn accord with pre- 
sent day requirements, and prize 
money on a scale sufliciently high to 
well recompense exhibiting growers 
for the time and stress of competitive 
effort. 

In the Floricultural Division, Class 
g14, “Plants and Groups,” still holds a 
pivotal place of importance in the 
prize list. These large five-hundred 
aquare feet groups proved so outstand- 
Inely attractive in’ 1982 that they have 
been left unchanged as far as condi- 
tions are concerned, Section 1 will be 
for display of hardy trees, plants and 

flowers arranged in an informal gar- 
fen, and section 2 will be fora display 
in formal design. Prize monies in 
these groups are, gold medal and two 
hundred dollars for first prize, one 
hundred and fifty dollars for second 
prize, and one hundred dollars for 
third prize. Entries for these groups 
close on August Ist; this early closing 
fate being necessary owing to the 
Jarga amount of space required for 
staging, and the importance of allow- 
Ing contestants as much time as pos- 
bible for designing and proper con- 
struction. 

Cut flowers, Classes 315 and 316, are, 
as in prior years, required to make 
presentations the first and second 
week of Exhibition, and in the class 


for thea second week the “Manton 
Challonge Trophy” ts again offered hy 
the “Gardenora and Florists Assocla- 
tion of Ontario” for the best and most 
attractive display of hardy cut flowers, 
Competition is open to all, including 
private gardeners, but commercial 
florists and nurserymen are not olig- 
ible, A replica of the trophy is given 
annually to the winner. In the amateur 
floral sections Classes 317 and 818, 
very slight revisions have been made 
{in conditions or prize money, splendid 
support having been given by amateur 
gsrowers to these two classes for the 
past several years, 

Special cash offerings of the Toronto 
Horticultural Society feature Classes 
SLT7A and S18A again this year, though 
these classes are open only to mem- 
bers of Horticultural Societles, com- 
petition nevertheless will be exceed- 
ingly keen for the major placings. 

Fruit and Vegetable Divisions, as in 
prior years, will be attractively staged 
in the Eastern Wing. Vegetables the 
first week, and Fruit the second week. 
Classifications and prizes are well 
maintained throughout both groups, 
and a good entry representative of 
what Ontario can produce will be in 
competition. The Horticultural Com- 
mittee, with T. W. Duggan at the 
helm, are not sparing in their efforts 
to make the 1933 show a most success- 
ful one, and the entries and applica- 
tions for commercial space at present 
listed indicate taht much encouraging 
work is being done. 

With the side-wall plan as in 1932 
to be again used this year, practically 
the same amount of space for commer- 
cial displays will be available to trade 
interests.

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Canada’s Herds. 
Of Elk Thriving 


Remarkable Improvement in 
Situation Reported by 
Department of the In- 
terior — Many New 
Areas Being Re- 
stocked 


Ottawa, Canada, — Continuing the 
policy of re-stocking depleted areas 
with indigenous species of wild life 
from surplus herds, the Department 
of the Interior recently shipped a car- 
load of wapiti or elk from Buffalo Na- 
tional Park, Wainwright, Alberta, to 
Kamloops, British Columbia. This 
shipment, consisting of six males and 
twenty females, was made at the re 
quest of the Goyernment of British 
Columbia. The animals will be liber- 
ated in the country at the head of 
Adams Lake, an area eminently suited 
to thfe requirements of this species. 


Canada’s efforts to restore the elk 
to its former numbers throughout the 
Dominion form another important 
chapter in the history of wild life con- 
servation. The outstanding success 
achieved in bringing back the buffalo, 
and the excellent work performed in 
the protection and propagation of the 
pronghorn antelope haye attracted 
world-wide attention, while the sanc- 
tuary given to other interesting spe- 
cies.in Canada’s great national parks 
has been the means of preserving for 
future generations much of the wild 
life resources of the country. 


The wapiti or elk once ranged the 
North American continent in millions, 
covering approximately the same 
range as the buffalo. The settlement 
of the prairies and the accompanying 
improvident slaughter, howeyer, 
brought about a disastrous reduction 
in the numbers of this magnificent 
member of the deer family, so that 
today only a few scattered herds of 
elk are found outside the national 
parks and other preserves provided 
for their protections 

The first step taken by the Govern- 
ment of Ganada for the preservation 
of the elk was in 1900, when a num- 
ber of these animals were purchased 
from a resident of Manitoba and 
placed in Banff National Park. Two 
years later a small additional number 
was introduced. By 1916 there were 
82 head in the Banff Park enclosure, 
but as far as could be ascertained, 
the species in its wild state had prac- 
tically disappeared from the vicinity. 

In 1917 and again in 1920 the 
United States Government generously 
offered numbers of surplus elk from 
Yellowstone Park, in Wyoming. These 
shipments totalling 257 head arrived 
in good condition at Banff and were 
released in suitable areas in the park, 
By 1923 elk appeared to be very nu 
merous in Banff Park, and at the 
present time their numbers are esti 
mated to be about 2,000. 

During the spring of 1920, a herd of 
88 animals was brought into Jasper 
National Park from Wyoming, and in 
1928 the Superintendent of that park 
estimated that there were at least 300 
in the yicinity, including a number 
drawn from indigenous herds which 
ranged ths Brazeau and Southesk Val- 
leys. With the steady increase since 
recorded, the park is now believed to 
contain several thousand head, 
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The nucleus of the Buffalo Park elk 
herd consisted of a few animals which 
together with several antelope and 
deer, were found enclosed in the park 
in 1909, after the erection of the many 
miles of fence required or the recep 
tion of the herd of buffalo. In 1910 
and 1911 additional small herds were 
introduced into the park, In their new 
surroundings, where they were aided 
by rigid protection, the elk increased 
in a gratifying manner. Buffalo Na 
tional Park now contains more than 
1,000 elk, in addition to some 5,500 
buffalo, 2,500 mule deer and 100 moose, 

One of the largest known herds of 
wild elk in Canada, numbering, it is 
believed, between two and three thou- 
sand ranges the plains and woodlands 
of Riding Mountain National Park ip 
Manitoba. Riding Mountain Park or- 


|iginally formed a part of the Riding 


Mountain Forest! Reserve, and the elk 
now in the park no doubt owe their 
existence to the protection afforded 
them in these sancturaries during the 
past quarter century. 

A small outlet for the buffalo and 
elk surplus to the grazing capacity of 
Buffalo National Park is provided by 
the loan or gift to governments and 
zoological gardens of one or more of 
these species. Recent shipments of 
elk from this park to Ontario include 
a carload of twenty-five animals which 
were placed in the Pembroke Crown 
Game Reserve in November, 1932, and 
two carloads sent to the Burwash In- 
dustrial Farm lands in March, 1933. 
Latest reports indicate that these elk 
are thriving in their new surroundings,
